@he Murderers Locked Turnkeys in a 
Dungeon, Put oh New Suits of 
Clothing, Unlocked Outside Gates 
and Walked Away. 


PITTSBURG, Jan. 30.—Edward and John 
Biddle, awaiting execution in the county 
jail for the murder of Grover Thomas D. 
Kahney of Mount Washington overpowered 
the guards about 4 o'clock this morning 
and escaped. 

They were aided by the wife of the jailer, 
who has disappeared . 

Both prisoners had been provided with 
Saws, with which they cut the bars in 
their cells, and were ready at any moment 
to make an opening sufficiently large to 
pass through. The prisoners occupled ad- 
Joining cells on the second range. They 
had evidently been preparing for escape 
for some time and had assistance from the 
eutside, as both were armed with revol- 
vers,

tion of the city west of Jefferson avenue 
with gas mantie lamps. This arrangement 
was displeasing to the electric lighting 
companies, who desired the city patronage 


and it was charged that their influence 


was used with certain members of the 
Council to hold up the lighting bills. 

Finally the Board of Public Improve- 
ments refusing to be moved from its pian 
to light the residence portion of the city 
with gas, the Council passed the bill for a 
10-year contract to begin Sept. 1, 1900. 

The bill was then passed to the House 
of Delegates, which passed it so speedily 
that rumors of the use of money were cir- 
culated. One charge was that the passage 
of the bill netted a coterie of delegates $47,- 
000. Mayor Ziegenhein signed this bill, 
which is the one under which the city now 
is lighted. 

SCANDAL FOLLOWED. 

The temporary lighting scandal followed 
quickly. The contract for lighting the city 
institutions with electricity expired Jan. 1, 
1900, and darkness reigned in them. No 
relief could be hoped for before Sept. 1, ex- 
cept such as the Municipal Assembly would 
provide by an emergency bill. A measure 
was introduced in the House by the Board 
of Public Improvements providing for thse 
making of a new contract for emergency 
purposes. 

It was charged that the House combine 
wished the old contract to be continued. It 
was said that the lighting corporation was 
receiving a higher rate under it than the 
new bill provided for. Meantime the general 
lighting contract had expired May 1. Pyb- 
lic indignation ran high and charges of 
bribery were freely made. At one of the 
sessions of the House, Delegate Lopez of- 


fered a resolution for the appointment of a 
committee to investigate a report that 
$180,000 had been distributed among certain 
members of that body to influence their 
votes.

Indictments were returned-against Zie- 
|genhein and his superintendent, Carl Unger,

1864. Ziegenhein was tried by Judge Green. 


His defense was that the money had not 
been turned in at the collector’s office in 
payment of the company’s tax, but that it 


had been cashed by the messenger who 
carried it to the cashier’s window. Judge 
Green instructed the jury that, inasmuch 
as the full amount of the license tax had 
been paid, there was no embezzlement of 
public funds, and the defendant was ac- 
quitted. 
Ungar was acquitted in the following 
September upon the same grounds. 
The mystery of the disappearance 
$4102 has not yet been solved. 
LINDELL RAILWAY SCANDAL. 
This was grab by the Lindell Railway Co. 
of valuable franchises to build three down- 
town loops and to make extensions over 
various residence portions of the city. It 
even provided for a line into exclusive Cab- 
anne, where the property owners did .not 
want it. and many public meetings were 


of 


held to protest against it. There were many 
indications that money was used to put it 
through both houses of ihe Municipal As- 
sembly. 

‘The bill was filed in the House and Coun- 
cil April 15. No action was taken on it 
for six months. The House agreed to “post- 
pone action on it indefinitely’’ Sept. 3, 
which meant that it could take up the 
measure any time that sufficient induce- 
ment might be offered. The Council de- 
cided Oct. 4 to file the bill, which meant 
that. if it should not be reconsidered with- 
in: the next week, it would die. This bold 
stroke resulted in wonderful activity by the 
railroad company within the week, as 
events indicate. 

The bill was reconsidered and sent to 
engrossment by the Council, Oct. 11. It 
was passed by the same body Oct. 12. on 
which day it was revived as special busi- 
ness in the House. It was read the second 
time, Oct. 15, in the House, and was passed 
and signed by Speaker Lioyd and Presi- 
dent Meier Oct. 18. 

This franchise is compared in magnitude 
to that of the Central Traction Co.. and is 
considered one of the most important rail- 
road bills ever passed by the Municipal 
Assembly. 


North and Scuth Bill Scandal. 

Thirty-two miles of streets were given 
away by this bill without any adequate 
compengatior. The haste with which it 
was passed opened the way for charges of 
bribery; that were never denied. It origin- 
ated in the House of Delegates, and was so 
harmless in its appearance that the public 


was deceived by it. The House passed it 
quickly and without attracting much at- 
tention. The Council then took it and lit- 
erally railroaded it through, its haste being 
80 great that it failed to give it the third 
reading, And was compelled to falsify its 
records to make the measure appear to be 
valid. The Council acted favorably on the 
bill July 20, 1897. President E. FF. W. 
Meter declared that the whole transaction 
was so irregular, and the evidence of bri- 
bery so certain, that he would not sign it. 
John H. Blessing, “who was acting for the 
Chicago concern that sought the franchise 
applied to the Circuit Court for a writ o 
mandamus to compel Mr. Meler to sign the 
bill. 


The revelations in the evidence convinced 
the court that Mr. Meier acted wisely and 
the writ was refused 

The bill again was revived in the follow- 
ing October in both houses and Mr. Bless- 
ing presented long petitions signed by al- 
leged property owners stating that the road 
rojeéted by the company Was a necessity. 
The bill was passed by both houses with 
haste. Mayor Ziegenhein vetoed it and it

The grandjury is considering these cases, 
but they are unable to arrive at a definite 
conclusion, This will be left to the Febru- 
ary grandjury, which will be convened next 
Monday. 

Cireuit Attorney Folk said that he would 
go back and investigate the Central Trac- 
tion and North and South bills. The stat- 
ute of limitation, in cases of this char- 
acter. is three years. While the Central 
Traction and North and South bills were 


ossible, he said. for indictments to fol- 
ow, since the complete crime of bribery 
may not have been compleied at that time. 
In the Suburban case, for instance, the 
actual bribery is alleged to have taxen 
lace more than a year ago, but the money 
ts still in the hands of the safe deposit 
companies. 
If the transaction is not yet completed 
in the Central Traction and north and 
south bills, in which it Is alleged bribery 
was resorted to. or if the transaction took 
place within the last three years, then the 
whole case may be entered upon and in- 
dictmenis and prosecutions may follow. 
Another matter of which much has been 
printed is the matter of awarding of the 
contract for the collection of garbage in 
St. Louls. This contract was awarded to 
“Col.” BEd Butler.

“Col.” Edward Butler, who has publicly 
announced that he can secure any desirea 
legislation from the Municipal Assembly 
for a “FED,” states that the Meramec 
river water project is a scheme that in its 
adoption by the city, if it shall be adopted, 
will develop the foundation for one of the 
augest municipal scandals ever held up to 
public view in 8t. Louis. 

There are several steps in the development 
of the Meramec water plan beyond the re- 
ceiving of the reports of the water experts 
who met in Chicago, and whose findings 
first reached the public of St. Louls by 
telegraph, which was printed in the Post- 
Dispatch at the time. 

These findings are the basis of procedure. 
The experts are Benezette Williams and 
George Y. Wizner, who report in favor of 
the Meramec plan, and Allen Hazen, who 
is in New York, and who has not made his 
report at all. 

It is understood he is in favor of use of 
the Mississippi and of filtration of its 
water by means of a public pliant. Presi- 
dent Philips of the board of public im- 
provements has sent several telegrams to 
Mr. Hazen to hurry up his report. Reply 
to one sent Tuesday morning was that Mr 
Hazen would like to see the report of the 
associate experts before finally concluding 
his own.

Visited the mayor Wednesday and went 
over their opinions in detail. It is be- 
lieved at the city hall that Mr. Hazen 
hoped to get a look at the opinions of the 
men who hold the Meramec idea to show 
wherein they are wrong, as the matter ap- 
pears to him. 

The majority report, it is stated on what 
is sald to be authority, that the two ex- 
perts now here do not favor taking the 
water from thee Memerec spring, which 
is owned by private parties, but from the 
Meramec river exclusively. 

They show, it is said, that the water is 
pure, supporting their assertion to this ef- 
fect by analysis made, not only by chem- 
ists, bacterlologists and miscroscopists of 
this immediate neighborhood, but by men 
of unquestioned standing in these lines of 
scientific work in other large cities of the 


—— 


country. 

The experts maintain that should 8t. 
Louls decide to take its water from the 
upper Meramec, it would be assured better 
water than the citizens of any other city 
in the land. They show that about 99 miles 
of main would have te be bullt to reach 
the section of the river where they believe 
the water should be secured. They show 
that this water is taken from the river at 
a point where it has suffered practically no 
contamination. 

They point out that the country around 
this portion of the stream is largely rock, 
and the soll so impossible of cultivation 
that the contiguous territory will never be 
settled. 

‘They state just exactly what they believe 
the installation of the new scheme would 
cost and call attention to the fact that the 
land surrounding the point at which they 
would dam the Meramec could be obtained, 
becatise $f its being of no value, from an 

Itural or mining standpoint, at a very 
smal) cost. 
They toGch on the absolute necessity of 
the control of the source of the water sup- 
ply, arguing that the city must be in a po- 
sition to absolutely prevent contamina- 
tion. They show, through the medium of 
figures, that the gravity system would be 
very much cheaper than that now in opera- 
iion here, pointing out that there is no 
machinery to wear out and be kept in re- 
pair and no coal bilis to be paid. 
They also contend that there would be 
but very little change necessary in the 
Gistributing system of the presem water- 
works; that only a few additional mains 
would be needed, which could be supplied 
at a nominal cost. The city would lose only 
the pumping plant, and would save, should 
it install the gravity system, enough to 
pay the cost of the change in a very few 
years, They maintain that the supply of 
water offered by the Meramec river would 
be ample to supply the city, puoting figures 
in support of this assertion. 
The principal objection which @Ae ex- 
pertsa have to filtration is that it would be 
| practically impossible, under the political 
| —s aystem existing in St. Louis, as in all other 
c4 pertions of the country, to keep the proper 
meh, port of | in charge of the plant. 

The engineers seat visited practically ev- 
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able money to install the Meramec gravity 
system; but the figures they give indicate 
that this cost would not be as great as the 
majority of the citizens of the community 
have generally presumed. The cost of 


maintaining the gravity system, they as- 
sert, would be insignificant as compared 
with the cost of operating the present sys- 
tem. The engineers hold that it would be 
cheaper to install the proposed Meramec 
system, and abandon the existing water- 
works, than to continue the use of the pres- 


ent plant, and add to that the additional 
cost of equipping and maintaining a fliira- 
tion plant. . 

“IT don’t understand Rolla Wells,’’ 
“Col.”’ Edward Butler, in discussing the 
Meramec wa.er scheme. “I guess the 
trouble -with him is that he has associated 
only with one class of men, the so-calied 
“better. class,”’ and that he thinks all men 
are good. They tell him Ed Butler is the 
representative of the bad element, and he 
thinks that I am the only man that he 
needs to shun. I never pretended to be 
good. But 1 am more to be trusted than 
some men who are advising the mayor in 
this Meramec deal. Talk about the Subur- 
ban scandal. Say, that won't be a marker 
to the scandal that is likely to grow out 
of this Meramec deal, 

“Say (and the colonel laughed), I nearly 
got caught in that myself. There was %,- 
00,000 in it when I was talking of taking 
a hand. I didn’t qu.te understand the 
scheme or I would have seen that it meant 
trouble. One day I went into that man 
Campbell's office. He’s the banker and 
broker. You know him. He knows what's 
going on. He knows more than I do. JI 
thought I was onto a good thing. I tofl 
him ali about it. You never saw a man 80 
mci you're .so big a fool as to go into a 
thing like that,’ he said, ‘I don’t want you 
to come around here any more. | dont 
want anything to do with you. The people 
of St. Louls won't stand for a thing like 
that. That's too big an order for a single 


delivery.’ 
“So 1 dropped out. 


“PEACH OF A SCHEME.” 


“But that is a peach of a scheme. Say, 


the minute they get the city’s signature 
to the contract for water they can issue 
their bonds and not put up a dollar. With 
St. Louts’ credit behind them they would 
sell at a premium. You have no idea what 
a scheme there is in this matter. 

“T have nothing to say about the pro- 
moters of the scheme, but there are going 
to be fat rows in it when it gets be- 
fore the Board of Public Improvements and 
the Municipal Assembly. 

“I heard four or five of ‘the boys" talk- 
ing the matter over the other — and 
they said they had been told the Munici- 
pal marae would not be handled by a 
middleman this time, but would get all the 
money, including the usual middleman’s 
‘fee.’ I have heard who js to handle the 
Municipal Assembly.

Under it the St. Louls Sanitary 
Co. receives just twice the sum for reducin 
the garbage of St. Louis ten years as pai 
to it under the former contract.

“One day, late in the afternoon,’ Says 
Incle Joe, relating this incident, ‘the 
steamboat Empire of Troy while off New- 
burg and far out in the river, was run into 
by a sloop heavily laden with lumber. The 
stearmnboat was cut almost in two, and be- 
gan sinking. 

“The boat I was running on had returned 
to Newbure from New York on that day’s 
trip and had been fastened in her slip. I 
was on my way home when I heard the vio- 
lent ringing of a steamboat bell out on the 
river. I turned to look and saw a steam- 
boat which I recognized as the Troy boat 
Empire rapidly settling in the water. I 
knew there were a g00d many passengers 
on the boat, and she was sinking so fast 
that it was plain that before any help could 
reach the doomed boat many must perish. 
I ran back to the dock, jumped into a row- 
boat. ard rowed toward the sinking Empire, 
hoping to be of some service in life saving.

MaNILA’S NEW POLICE. 


School Established Where English Will 
Be Taught. 


From the Manila American. 

The act reorganizing the 
of Manila Ina kes liberal 
branches of the service and furnishes a 
upon which can be built wp the 
force the city has ever had. 
iiminary work has already been 
‘est is in condition to be completed rapidly. 
Radical changes bave been made and new fea- 
tures Introduced, the most sallent being the com- 
bining of the native department with the Amer- 
ican, but in diffrent classes. 

The old native police force is abolished, and 
umn entirely new enlistment will be made, in 
which merit alone will be considered. How- 
ever, of the 880 men on the old list 200 have 
passed the examination and will be first on the 
list of the new force. Much care was exer- 
clsed in weeding out the incompetents from the 
old crowd, and thelr pumber was suprisingly 
large. Many of them were not at all bright, 
mentally, and had little else to recommend them. 

The fluent use of the Spanish language was 
made a prerequisite for enlietment in the new 
force. A feeture of Ohlef Ourry’s plans for the 
native police, which willl have a potent effect 
on their future usefulness, ie the tion 
oft a higher grade, known as Second ase, to 
which they may become eligible as soon as they 
can acquire a fair working knowledge of the 
English language. This does not mean a thor- 
ough mastery of ft, but just enough to under- 
stand simpde questions as are likely to be asked 
of policemen, and the ability to answer them 


intelligibly. 

To thls end echools will be established for 
thelr use, in which nothing but English will be 
tought. It will be ope under the guidance 
of an inetractor who has had 
In such flelds. He will not follow ordi ya 
method of teaching it grammatically, but “wil 
endeavor to give a direct knowledge of the lan- 
guage as it is used om the streets, by the 
masses. He will teach the words and sentencs 
moet likely to be needd by polilcemm in giving 
information about streets, etc. 

As fast as the native members learn to speak a 
little English they will be promoted to the second 
class, with an increase of 25 per cent in salary. 
While attendance at these mf... will not be obli- 
gutory, those who show no disposition to improve 
themselves will be called from the force, and room 
made for more ambitious men. In all things a de- 
sire to learn and a proper pride in the force will 
be given due weight and encouragement, as tending 
to increase the efficiency of the department.

GALLIPOLIS, O., Jan. 30.—The net result 
of a lively battle here between policemen 
and burglars is two dead housebreakers and 
two wounded officers.

EXTENSIVE LOSS BY STORM 


Sleet Covered the City to a Depth of 
Six Inches and Melting Caused 
the Damage. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Jan. 29.—The city 
of Little Rock presents a scene never be- 
fore witnessed in its history. 

This is due to the heavy sleet storm 
which prevailed all over the state from 
Tuesday morning until an early hour this 
morning. During that time the sleet reach- 
ed a depth of about six inches. The lowest 
temperature reached during yesterday was 
21 degrees. About midnight the tempera- 
ture began to ascend and the sleet and 
snow began to melt. 

A rough estimate of the total loss to Lit- 
tle Rock business men, as well as private 
persons, is $200,000, though it may be consid- 
erable below that figure. Six Main street 
firms will have an aggregate loss of over 
$50,000. The cyclone of 1892 and the great 
fires of the past few years are not to be 
compared with the present damage. It 
will be days before anywhere near the cor- 
rect loss may be arrived at. There is 
plenty of work in Little Rock today for 
everyone, and most exorbitant wages are 
being paid to men to clean the sleet from 
the roofs.

The first of the men aceused of bribe-giving to be indicted by 
the grandjury is Ellis Wainwright. 

Who next? Who consented to the offer of money and afded 
and abetted the conspiracy to rob St. Louis through the pur- 
chase of votes in the Municipal Assemb\y? 

The scope of the grandjury’s inquiry has wisely heen expanded 
by Circuit Attorney Folk to cover all boodle deals, evidence of 
which is accessible. The Central Traction bill, which was ex- 
posed by the Post-Dispatch, offers a wide field of inquiry. It 
should bring under indictment a group of boodlers who have so 
far escaped punishment for their crimes. % 

The fact that the bribe-givers in these deals have been re- 
garded as respectable citizens and have standing and influence 
in the community only increases the heinousness of their. offense. 
They are masked enemies of society—pirates sailing under a 
false flag. Every man who consents to the use of money to 
purchase privileges from a legislature is a corrupter of public 
morals and a plunderer of public property. 

‘The mask should be stripped from these plunderers. They 
should be placed in the pillory and punished for their crimes 
against the community. 

It takes courage to do this signal pub’ic service. Circuit At- 
torney Folk deserves commendation for the work he has done. 
The grandjury has earned the gratitude of the people. The 
completion of the good work will mark the best service ever 
done for St. Louis.

LEWISTON, Idaho, Jan. 30.—Two hundred 
Nez Perce Indians are engaged in a tribal 
dance on Lapwai creek, 15 miles from this 
city. The dance is the result of a council 
that convened last week to discuss the pro- 
posed abandonment of the Lapwai agency, 
and the transfer of the same to the super- 
intendent of the Lapwai Indian industriai 


school. 
The council expressed disapproval of the 


acts of Bupt. oorhis, in charge of the 
school, and who has enfvurced the attend- 
apcee of Indian children at school. Kesolu- 
tions were passed condemning the superin- 
tendent, and asking that the agency re- 
main separate. 

A delegation of Indians were also ap- 
pointed to visit Washington to make ot 
wishes known. The council met five day 
ago. and the excitement of discussion grad- 
ually resulted in the wild, weird dance of 
the tribe. George Moses, Philip McFarland 
and Peo-Peo-Kalipt, chiefs of the tribe, are 
participating in the dance. 

Guards have been stationed to prevent the 
Indians from receiving whisky, and precau- 
tion is taken to prevent depredations. A 
party arriving from the scene reports that 
the canons are echoing with the yells of 
the dancers. Supt. Voorhis addressed the 
council during the early deliberations, but
